point he told everybody what a sharp bar- 
g-aln he had struck, and how he had oufcwifc- 
ted the merchant. Proverbs, xx, 14: "It Is 
naught, it is naugrht, ealth the buyer, but 
when ho is joiie his way, then lie boastetli" 
So utterly askew is society in this matter 
that you «oldom find a seller asking the 
prlco that ho expects to jet. He puts on a 
higher value than ho proposes to receive, 
knowing that ho will have to drop. 
If ho 


wants lift}-, ho asks scventy-nvo. And 11 ho 
wants two thousand ho asks twenty-five 
hundred

wits' end to make a living, Ho who stands 
up amid all the pressure and does right Is 
accomplishing something toward the es- 
tablishment of a high commercial pros- 
perity. 


I havo deep sympathy for the laboring 


classes who toil with hand and foot. Bat 
wo rniist not forget the business men who, 
without any complaint or bannered proces- 
sions through the street, nio enduring n 
Btrsss of circumstances terrific. 
The fortu- 


nate poople of to-day are those who arc re- 
ceiving dally wages or regular calorics, And 
the men most to be pitied are those who 
conduct a business while prices aro .falling, 
and yet try to pay their clerks and em-, 
ployes, and are in Euch fearful straits that 
they, would qulb business to-morrow If It 
were not for the wreck and ruin of others. 


When people tell :ue at what a ruinously 


low price they purchased an iirticlo It gives 
me more dismay than satisfaction. I know 
it means tho bankruptcy aud defalcation of 
men In many departments. The men who 
toll with tin; brain need full as much syninn- 
thy as tliosowbo toll with the hands. All 
business Life is struck through with suspi- 
cion, and panics are only tbe resnit of want 
of confidence. 


The pressure to do wrong Is all tbe strong- 


er from the fact that iu our dnytbo large 
business houses are swallow-Ins up the small- 
er, tho whales dicing on bliieflsh and min- 
nows. The large houses undersell tho small 
ones because they can.'aEord it They can 
afford to make nothing, or actually lose, on 
somo styles of goods, assured they can make 
It up on others. So a great dry-goods houfi; 
goes or.tsido of its regular linn and sells 
books at cost, or less than cout, and that 
swamps tho book-sellers; or tho dry-goods 
Louse Bt;lls bric-a-brac nt lowest figures, 
that swamps the small dealer tn brle-a-brac. 


And Uio Kaino thing goes on In otli'ii' stylos 
of merchandise, and the consetmonco is 
that Jill along tho business streets oC all our 
cities there aro merchants of small capital 
who aro In tsrrillc struggle to keep their 
leads above water. Tho Cunardcrs run 
down tho Newfoundland nrtilng smacks. 


This is nothing against the man who has 


;hc big store, for ever}- mau has as large a 
store and as groat a business as ho can man- 
age. To feel right and do right under all 
:hto pressure requires martyr grace, requires 
)lvlno support, requires celestial ro-eri- 
'orccmont Yet there are tenfi of thousands 
of such men getting splendidly through. 
They sec others going up and themselves 
•olng down, but they keep their patlenee, 
.tnd their courage, and their Christian con- 
latency, and after awhile their turn of suc- 
cess will come. Tho owners of the big busi- 
ic«i will d!u and their boys will get posEu.i- 
lon oi the business, and with aclgar In their 
uoutb, and full to tho chili with tbo best 
iquor, and behind i\ pair of spanking bays 
bey will pass every thing on tho turnpike 
hoad to temporal and eternal perdition, 
Then the business will breaJc up, and the 
mailer dealers will have fair opportunity. 
Or the spirit of contentment and right feel- 
ing will tako possession of the large linn, as 
cccntly in tho caso of A. A. Lo\v & Co., and 
ho Urm will say: a^Ve have enough money 
or all our needs and tho needs o£ our cMl- 
re:i; now, let us dissolve business and 
make way for other men iu the same Hue." 


Instead of being startled at a solitary in- 
tauce of magnanimity, as in the case Just 
neubloned, it will become a common thing, 
know of scores of great business houses 
hat havo had thcbr opportunity of vast ac- 
umulatlon and who ought to quit. But 
icrhaps for all tbo days of this generation 
he struggle of small houses to keep alive 
nflor the overshadowing pressure of great 
ouscs will continue; therefore, taking 
hlngs as they arc, you will bo wlso to pre- 
ervc your equilibrium, and your honesty, 
nd your faith, and throwovcr all tho coun- 
ers, and shelves, and barrels, and hogs- 
oads, and cottou bales, and rico casks, the 
icasurlnglmcor Divine right "And tho

lu tho same way we need to measure our 
ecologies. All sorts of religions arc putting 
orth their pretensions. Somo have n spiritu- 
alistic religion, and their chief work is

al economy, proposing to put an ond to 
unian misery by a new style of taxation, 


and thero Is a humanitarian religion that 
looks after tho body of inon and Jots the 
'noul look after itself,1 und there la u legisla- 
tive religion that proposes to rectify all 
wrongs by enactment of better laws, and 
there is an wstliotie religion that by rules of 
exquisite taste would lift tho heart out of 
its deformities, and religions of all sorts, 
religions by tho peck, religions by tho 
square foot, and religions by the ton—all of 
them devices of tho devil that would take 
tho heart away from tho only religion thut 
will ever effect anything for tho human 
race, aud that is tho straight up-and-down 
religion written in the book, which begins 
with Genesis and ends with lievelatl.I, tho 
religion of the skies, the old religion, the 
Ood-glven religion, the everlasting religion, 
which Kays: "Lovo God abovo all and your 
neighbor as yourself All religions but 
this ono begin at the wrong end and in the 
•wrong place. 


The Elblo religion demands that we first 


got right -..ith God. It bccrius at tho top 
and measures down, while tho other re- 
ligious begin at the bottom and try to 
measure np. They stand at the foot of Iho 
wall up to their knees In the mud of human 
theory and speculation, and havo n plum- 
met aud a string tied fast to It, And they 
throw the plummet thin way, and break a 
bead there, and throw tho plummet another 
way and break a head there, and theu they 
throw it up, and It comes down on their 
Own pato. Fools! Why will you stand at 
the foot of the wall measuring up,when yon 
ought to stand at tho top measuring down? 


A fow days ago I was in tlio country, 


thirsty after a long walk. And I camo in, 
and my child was blowing'rsoap bubbles, arid 
they rolled out of the cup, blue, aud gold, 
aud green, and sparkling, and beautiful, 
and orbicular, and in so small a space I 
never saw more splendor concentrated, 
lint she blew osico too often and all the 
glory vanished lutosuds. Then I turned and 
took a glass of plaiu water and was re- 
freshed. And so far as soul tlUrst is con- 
cerned, I put against all the glowing, glitter- 
ing soap bubbles of worldly reform and hu- 
man speculation one draught from tbe 
fountain from under tbe throne'of God, 
clear us crystal.

You 
first hear of his change ot religion, and 
then you hear of some swindle he bos prac- 
ticed in Colorado mining stock, telling some 
one if he will put in $10,000 ho con take out 
$100,000, or he has sacrificed his chaxtity, 
or plunged into irremediable worldlinoES.
